McGill service .employees 
launched an “unlimited” strike 
today. . 

After one year of nego- 
tiations the union is striking 
over union rights, grievance 
procedures, sub-contracting of 
jobs, job definitions, and 
workload. 

The union has been in a legal 
position to strike since 
February 6. 

"We are asking students and 
teachers to respect picket lines 
and we are appealing to 
student and teacher 
associations to form support 
committees," said lunion 
negotiator Simon Berlin. 

Allan Fenichel reaffirmed the 
McGill Faculty Unloji’s stand, 
issued last December, urging 
their members to respect picket 
lines. ' 

The McGill Teaching 
Assistants Association has 
passed a resolution “to defend 
the right of teaching assistants 
to refuse to cross picket lines.” 

The walkout by 400 workers 
will affect the residence 
cafeteria, and will affect 
maintenance, the computer 
center and university mails. 

• ' The strikers "are the people 
who do all the nice jobs, like 
clean off the snow, clean the 



toilets, and mop floors," said 
Berlin. 

Berlin said that residences 
will be - picketed, but that 

students living in the 

residences will not be 

prevented from entering. 

The union has already signed 
a sectorial agreement between 
Quebec universities and the 



provincial government settling 
the "major monetary isues of 
salary, . vacations, and job 
security.’’ 

McGill is the only unNersity 
which has not yet settled local 
issues. 

"McGill Is the only university 
in Quebec doing this. They are

Vanier withdraws irom Royal Bank 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Vanier 
College has rejected the Royal 
.Bank’s explanation of Its 
South African loans policy and 
pulled Its funds from that 
Institution. 

Following Dawson College’s 
pullout last year, Vanler’s 
student association treasurer 
David Lai hopes that the move 
wiil be an impetus for other 
groups to change banks. 
Council president Stephen 
Camlnsky sent a letter to the 
bank last year. Informing them 
of the Council’s "vehement 
opposition" to such policies. 

The bank responded by 
sending an Information kit 
which Included a Wall Street 
Journal advertisement ex- 
plaining the negative effects 



blacks would feel if Canadian 
banks were boycotted. 

Bank president^R.C. Frazee 
said "each loan Is carefully 
examihed from ithe perspec- 
tive of social responsibility. 
The bank will not make loans 
to any borrower In South Africa 
where the bank judges that the 
funds will support or facilitate 
the application of the apar- 
theid policy." 

Vanier proceeded with the 
move, however, and has 
moved Its funds to the Banque 
Nationale. 

McGill University’s Board of 
Governors has yet to respond 
to the campaign for divest- 
ment being waged by the 
South Africa Committee. The 
ad hoc club begins Its Solidar- 



ity Week today. 

Rick Boudreau, chairperson 
of the committee, said, "There 
have been conflicting signals 
from the Board of Governors; 
we have seen encouraging 
signs.” 

The committee has gath- 
ered nearly 2500 signatures on 
Its petitions to divest the 
university of some eight mil- 
lion dollars from Institutions 
which deal with the South 
African government. 

"We want to rally student 
support for our campaign. 
That’s the main primary objec- 
tive of Solidarity Week — to 
educate students on the Issue 
of apartheid and get them 
involved as well," said Bou- 
dreau.

An enduring feature of McÔlII student activity during the' 
last jiecade has been the annual quarrel between the Dally 
and the Students' Society. And the intensity of the 
argument can usually be measured In dollars. 

The proposal for an autonomous and Incorporated 
newspaper that the Dally has placed before Council offers 
a solution to this chronic problem. A comment in last 
Wednesday’s .Issue defined the role the Dally staff sees 
itself playing within the university community. Recogniz- 
ing that role, that of the Independent press, is the key to 
understand that the differences between the Dally and 
' the Society Involve more than ]ust personalities or politics. 
The problem is a structural one. The two bodies, dissimilar 
In Interests and responsibilities, are hobbled to each 
other, crippling both. 

Although the conflict probably goes all the way back to 
' the turn of the century, the first clear statement of It came In 
the sixties. Across the continent student papers argued they 
had a unique role to play as alternative media. Student 
editors, caught up in the turbulence of the decade, felt an 
. obligation to offer critical analyses of social Issues, 
coverage they felt the commercial media was not providing. 

The editors also realized that if they were going to"be 
critical of.the status quo, the university administration and 
student government, they would have to be independent of 
the- latter two. This was not merely academic reasoning. It 
was practical understanding drawn from the experience of 
student papers that had been shut down by their student 
government or university administration for being too 
critical. 

Following this line of reasoning campus papers sought 
editorial and financial autdnomy of their Student Councils, 
the bodies which fund the papers. The history of the 
Dally^ouncll relationship illustrates this development^^ 
well. By the early 'seventies, after a bitter struggle, thé 
Daily achieved editorial autonomy. Financial autonomy 
came by way of a clause in the Society constitution which 
stipulated that the Dally budget could not be Increased or 
decreased by more than 10 percent In any given year. The 
principle of editorial autonomy has not been seriously 
challenged since then. But financial pressures from 
Councils stung by Dally criticism have threatened the 
existence of the paper as a dally. 

Three years ago the constitutional safeguards were 
judged Inadequate and after almost a year of negotiations 
Daily-Council relationship illustrates this development 
well. By the early seventies, after a bitter struggle, the 
of Council, two Dally staffers and two students-at-large, 
was-given final responsibility for Dally finances along with 
a number of other powers. Board members were to set the 
Dally budget and Council to be bound by Its decisions. The’ 
bylaws defining the Board were to be entrenched in the 
Society constitution and only a lack of quorum at a 
. meeting prevented Council from doing so. 

The Board has been In operation for two years now and it 
has become clear that It Is no longer workable. The 
monthly meetings have become, by and large, gut 
wrenching experiences. Last year the bitterness became 
so pronounced that the Daily challenged a ruling of the 
Board, and later the constitutionality of the Board’s

powersi'The Society Judicial Board decided that the 
Publications Board was unconstitutional and the Immedi- 
ate consequences of the ruling was that the Daily's 
financial security was left to the whims of Council. As 
soon as heard the decision, last year's Society president 
Gary Elsen told the Daily’s editor-ln-chlef: “The Dally 
fucking well gets whatever Council decides to give It." 

Since then many students have publically questioned 
why the Dally chose to "cut. Its own throat.” Good 
question, but not the right one. A more relevant question Is 
why the breakdown In rappo[1 on the Publications Board. 

To blame the personalities Involved is to see only the 
surface Issues. The fundamental problem Is that the Board 
does not bridge the gulf between responsibility and 
accountability. In fact, it enhances this artificial 
separation. The Dally has editorial and financial 
responsibility for day-to-day decision making, but Is not 
legally accountable for Its actions. Moreover, the staff, 
who run the paper are able to Identify constraints and 
needs, are not able to plan for the future. The Society 
controls the paper’s accounting system, hires and fires 
Daily full-time employees and owns the typesetting , 
facilities the paper uses. To the Society bureaucrats and 
executive, the Dally Is just another club, despite the fact 
that the paper generates more than $100,000 per year, or 
two thirds of Its budget. In advertising Income. 

This split of responsibility from accountability Is 
crippling and dangerous. It Is the equivalent of a couple 
receiving a divorce on the condition that the 'husband 
remain responsible for the wife’s debts and reputation. 

The Publications Board, designed with the best of 
Intentions, does nothing to draw these functions together. 

It simply reproduces the same old Daily-Society conflict 
in microcosm, me Board was not created to encourage 
collective-problem solving. The Councillors who sit on the 
Board are members of the student government, a body 
whose actions the Dally should be critically reporting. 
That’s one conflict. The other is that those councillors who 
do not sit on the Board to engage In brainstorming 
sessions, but to tell the otheij .Board. members how much 
money the Society Is prepared to giye the paper. 

A key Issue Is that the present strüotùre does not foster 
long range planning. With rapidly rising newsprint, printing • 
and labor costs, planning is critical. 

What is needed Is a structure which permits collectfve 
problem solving. Dally control of all the' paper’s 
departments, a separate student fee levy and a linking of 
responsibility to accountability. The incorporation propo- 
sal presently being considered by a Council committee 
does all four. The Daily plan calls fora Board of Directors, 
the members of which would be students and 
professionals selected for their Interest and expertise. It 
would also mean students would pay a direct fee to the 
Dally rather than paying It to Students’ Society, and having 
Council dispense the funds. All students would be 
required to pay the fee, which could only be Increased by 
campus referendum. This proposal Is now under 
committee scrutiny and the final details will be dèseribed 
In an article to bë published next week. 

Finally, the Daily’s proposal would give the paper control 
of its own destiny. This year’s Council has cut back the 
typesetting operations and Increased the paper’s 
typesetting charges. Discussions with the Society 
executive and bureaucrats show clearly that they are 
prepared Jo accept a twice or thrice weekly paper rather 
than Increase Daily funding. If the paper does not now 
begin to act in Its own best Interests, it will soon' lose the 
right to call Itself "Canada’s Only Students’ Daily."

Cutbacks force coUege 
to fire 50 staff memberd 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Algonquin 
College may have to fire 50. 
Instructors and support staff 
In order to deal with an 
anticipated $2.9 million defi- 
cit. • 

The community college has 
faced program and staff cuts 
for the past three years 
because expenses rise faster 
than government grants, says 
administrative vice-president 
James Donnelly. 

The college, which Is ex- 
pecting only a 6.7 per cent 
grant Increase from the Con- 
servative provincial govern- 
ment, may lay off 33 full-time 
instructors and 17 support 
staff workers. 

The financial problems at 
Algonquin are nothing new to 



the administration, which was 
forced last year to reduce the 
college budget by $2.3 million 
to make ends meet. 

Continuing education cour- 
ses would be hit the hardest, 
with cutbacks of 80 per cent 
necessary to lop $832,000 off 
the budget. 

Several other departments 
at Algonquin are expected to 
suffer as well. The technology 
and trades division faces a 
$583,000 budget cut and the 
applied arts division would be 
cut by more than $300,000. 

The layoffs and budget cuts 
were proposed in a report by 
the college’s budget revew. 
committee and will go to the 
Algonquin board of governors 
later In the month. ^

LENNOXVILLE — I remem- 
ber the first time I tried out for 
a basketball team: all of five 
feet tall and sure that my 
ability made up for my lack of 
height. The coach, an elderly 
gentleman, saw things differ- 
ently and told me to try again 
next year. Next year came 
around and I was still five feet 
tall. Needless to say, I grew 
up thinking that height and 
basketball were Inseparable. 
Like so many of my early 
beliefs, this Is the latest to be 
discarded. 

Folks, It Is not "height" and 
basketball but rather "heart" 
and basketball. Heart and 
basketball? Yes, and the 
evidence Is overwhelming. 
Last Friday evening In Lennox- 
vllle, before a noisy crowd of 
over'100, Redman forward Lou 
Fraquelll showed what l.t 
means to play with the heari 
as the McGill Redmen were 
defeated by the Bishop’s 
Gaiters, 69-58. 

Fraquelll, a mere six feet, 
snatched rebounds from and 
scored against players half a 
foot taller than himself, as his 
efforts In the dying moments 
of the game brought McGill 
within two points of the 
Gaiters. Alas, three quick 
turnovers by McGill put the 
game out of reach. When 
asked to comment about the 
game, Rick Rusk said, 'The 
game? Pure and slmple, it was 
all Lou." 

Quite a compliment consid- 
ering Rusk kept the Redmen In 
the game with a fine second 
half, scoring 13 of his 17 
points. 

In commenting about Lou, 
coach Butch Staples had this 
to say: "Do you know that he 
' has never hurt us out there. . . 
he never does anything nega- 
tive. When you have a player 
like that, regardless of his 
height, you just have to play 
him." 

Fraquolll's Inspirational 
play was very timely as the 
Redmen spirit reached an 
all-time low with the break of 
some shocking news. Just 
last. Friday noon, It was 
revealed that guard Jon 
Barnes might be Ineligible as 
a player. Pending a ruling by 
the CIAU, the Redmen face the 
prospect of being heavily 
penalized. The extent of this 
penalty is not yet known but 
Staples speculates that at the 
very least, the Redmen could 
lose all the games that Jon- 
athan participated In, which 
would be the two wins against 



UQTR and Laval. 

Such was the burden the 
Redmen carried onto the court 
last Friday. One would have 
expected them to roll over and 
die before the opening tip-off, 
but no, the Redmen had come 
to play. 

■ With a quick basket by 
guard Nell Tolchinsky, the 
Redmen offence was on the 
move. Following some fine 
play by center Mark Adllman, 
McGill's momentum picked up 
and carried the team to a 
commanding lead In the open- 
ing few minutes. 

As If reminded that It had an 
excuse not to win, the Red- 
men. offence began to falter 
and'BIshop's took advantage 
of this as they finished the 
first half on top, 29-24. 

The Redmen offence never 
regained Its poise as it played 
catch-up basketball for the 
whole second half. With num- 
erous turnovers and four fouls 
apiece on Adllman and Rusk 
the team fell behind. 

At this point, Fraquelll came 
Into the game to stretch his. 
legs In the dying minutes, or 
so It seemed. As If to reiterate 
that all good things come In 
small packages, Fraquelll 
stormed the boards and be- 
came very stingy with, the 
rebounds. His gallant ' play 
clearly affected teammate 
Mike Homsy who wasted no 
time In putting In two -quick 
baskets as the Redmen were 
again rolling. 

Not satisfied with his mon- 
opoly on rebounds, Fraquelll 
decided to get on the score- 
board. His three quick field 
goals brought the Redmen 
within two of BIsh. At this 
point, I turned to the Gaiter fan 
next to me and confidently 
said, "It's In the bag.” Quicker 
.than Houdinl, the Gaiters 
pressured the Redmen and 
caused three quick turnovers, 
and whatever was In the bag 
had. escaped. 

After the final buzzer. It was 
a dejected -McGill. Redmen 
team that shook hands with 
the Gaiters and headed for the 
locker room.' This was the 
second time in three and a half 
weeks the Redmen has lost a 
close one to Bish. 

Amidst the despair there 
was optinilsm, as each of the 
Redmen felt that the team 
was slowly coming together. 
Sylvain Gastonguay declared, 
"I think that we found out 
tonight how a greater use of 
our bench can keep us In the 
game and have our best 
players rested for the clutch.
